A 
Conservative calculation justifies the state- 
ment that millions of dollars are paid 
annually by Canadian exporters in excess of 
the ocean freight charges that would be 
available but for the control exercised over 
the shipping world by this gigantic combine. 
A return te normal conditions, and the 
natural expansion of Canadian trade, is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if ndt impossible, as long 
as the foreign trade of Canada is hampered 
by the operations of such an organisation 
and monopoly. | 
After raising the passenger rates, Mr. 
Preston declares that the combine proceed 
to deal with the freight rates, and pro- 
nounced discrimination was immediately de- 
clared Es Canadian ports in favour of 
United States perts, as a settled policy of 
this steamship combine. 

Respecting the findings of the Imperial
